LARGER  WORLD  PEPPER 


CROP  IN  1964  1 / 


Summary 


Production  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L. ) for  major  exporting 
countries  during  1964  is  estimated  at  173*8  million  pounds,  5 percent  above 
the  previous  year.  Output  in  Asia,  which  produces  over  90  percent  of  the 
world  crop,  was  up  10  million  pounds.  The  African  crop  approximated  that 
of  the  previous  year;  however,  Latin  American  production  was  down  from  the 
record  1963  outturn. 

Large  Indonesian  shipments  boosted  1963  world  exports  of  black  and  white 
pepper  to  142  million  pounds,  9 percent  above  the  1962  level.  Exports 
from  India  were  down  sharply  because  of  a smaller  crop.  Reexports  of  pepper 
from  Malaysia  (Malaya  and  Singapore)  during  1963  amounted  to  68.5  million 
pounds,  17  percent  above  the  previous  year.  Malaysian  reexports  in  1964- 
are  considerably  smaller  as  a result  of  the  trade  embargo  with  Indonesia, 
chief  supplier  of  Malaysia's  entrepot  trade. 

Stricter  export  controls  by  Indonesia  and  India  strengthened  New  York 
wholesale  black  pepper  prices  by  December  to  a level  of  about  10  cents 
above  the  1963  annual  average  of  33*6  cents  per  pound.  Imports  of  pepper 
into  the  United  States  --  world's  largest  importer  --  during  January-November 
1964  totaled  45.5  million  pounds,  up  10  percent  over  the  similar  1963  period.

Asia:  Production  in  India  --  estimated  at  59*5  million  pounds  --  was  7 per- 
cent below  the” 19^3  harvest  and  the  smallest  crop  since  1959*  Weather 
conditions  affecting  the  1965  croP  have  improved  and  preliminary  prospects 
indicate  a larger  outturn.  India's  domestic  utilization  of  pepper  is  rather 
significant,  usually  accounting  for  nearly  one- third  of  the  harvest. 

The  USSR  was  the  largest  buyer  of  Indian  pepper  in  1963  and  again  in  1964. 
Usually  the  United  States  has  been  India's  largest  customer,  but  recently 
U.  S.  importers  have  been  purchasing  lower-priced  Indonesian  pepper. 

During  1963  the  USSR  bought  11. 3 million  pounds  and  other  Bloc  countries 
7*9  million,  together  representing  nearly  one-half  of  India's  total  ex- 
ports of  4l.7  million  pounds.  Shipments  to  the  USSR  and  Eastern  Europe 
during  January- August  1964  amounted  to  8.3  million  and  6.2  million  pounds, 
respectively,  up  slightly  over  those  of  the  corresponding  1963  period. 

Exports  to  the  United  States  during  1963  were  only  7 million  pounds, 
compared  with  20.1  million  the  year  before.  U.  S.  buying  during  the  first 
8 months  of  1964  declined  further  to  only  3*1  million,  or  half  of  the 
amount  shipped  during  the  January- August  1963  period. 

Indonesian  production  is  estimated  at  66.1  million  pounds,  20  percent  above 
the  1963  crop.  Unseasonable  rains  delayed  harvesting  of  the  main  South 
Sumatra  crop  by  several  weeks.  A significant  portion  of  the  total  has  been 
bought  up  by  local  speculators  as  a hedge  against  the  rapidly  declining 
value  of  the  Indonesian  rupiah. 

Indonesia  is  now  exporting  pepper  direct  to  world  markets  instead  of  via 
Singapore.  Arrivals  at  U.  S.  ports,  in  many  cases,  have  been  detained  by 
the  U.  S.  Food  and  Drug  Administration  because  of  mold  and  rodent  contami- 
nation; thus  requiring  additional  cleaning  and  grading  at  the  exporters 
expense. 

A new  pepper  processing  plant  has  been  established  in  South  Sumatra  which 
will  have  an  annual  capacity  of  over  20  million  pounds.  Before  the  break 
in  relations  with  Malaysia,  the  bulk  of  the  Indonesian  crop  was  processed 
and  marketed  by  Singapore  merchants.  In  addition,  negotiations  have  been 
undertaken  between  the  Indonesian  Government  and  a Dutch  firm  to  establish 
a joint  venture  for  spice  marketing.  The  Dutch  would  contribute  know-how 
for  instruction  on  grading,  shipping,  marketing,  etc.  Exporters  would  be 
encouraged  to  sell  to  the  firm  which  would  be  able  to  insure  good  quality 
pepper  to  meet  U.  S.  import  standards. 

Exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  during  1963  amounted  to  65  million 
pounds,  up  26  million  pounds  over  previous-year  levels.  The  larger 
shipments  were  attributed  both  to  increased  production  and  to  release  of

stocks  held  over  from  previous  crops.  Registered  exports  during  January- 
June  1964  totaled  24  million  pounds,  down  3 million  from  the  same  1963 
period.  On  August  31>  a minimum  export  price  of  approximately  39  cents 
per  pound  was  put  into  effect;  however,  rebates  of  about  4 to  5 cents  per 
pound  were  being  allowed  to  U.  S.  importers. 

Malaysia's  (Sarawak)  crop  is  estimated  at  29  million  pounds,  over  3 million 
above  the  1963  harvest.  Production  has  been  expanding  as  a result  of  in- 
creased acreage  and  of  more  widespread  use  of  fertilizers.  Despite  efforts 
to  export  direct  to  world  markets,  the  bulk  of  the  crop  is  still  channeled 
through  Singapore.  Growers  prefer  the  more  flexible  credit  facilities  and 
the  processing  and  marketing  services  offered  by  Singapore  merchants. 

Usage  of  the  pepper  processing  plant  at  Sarikei  has  continued  to  increase 
as  has  also  the  use  of  facilities  for  storage  and  short  term- credit 
provided  by  the  Sarawak  Development  Finance  Corporation.  The  drying 
installation  for  use  in  association  with  the  cleaning  and  grading  plant  has 
met  with  only  limited  success,  since  no  differential  premium  is  offered  for 
well- dried  pepper. 

Exports  from  Sarawak  during  1963  totaled  18.6  million  pounds  of  white 
pepper  and  7 million  pounds  of  black,  compared  with  10  million  and  15*9 
million  pounds,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year.  Shipments  of  both 
black  and  white  pepper  during  January-October  1964  amounted  to  24,1  million 
pounds,  2.7  million  above  the  similar  1963  period. 

Imports  of  pepper  into  the  States  of  Singapore  and  Malaya  during  1963  were 
67.1  million  pounds,  compared  with  40.7  million  during  1962.  Because  of 
the  trade  embargo  with  Indonesia,  (effective  since  September  21,  1963) 
January- September  1964  imports  into  Malaysia  have  fallen  sharply  to  only 
17-7  million  pounds,  compared  with  64.5  million  for  the  first  9 months  of 
1963. 

Reexports  from  Malaya  and  Singapore  in  1963  --  68.5  million  pounds  -- 
were  17  percent  above  the  previous  year.  The  United  States  was  the 
largest  recipient,  taking  30*5  million  pounds  or  nearly  45  percent  of 
the  total.  The  USSR  entered  the  Malaysian  pepper  market  in  1962  and  again 
took  substantial  quantities  in  1963*  Reflecting  curtailed  imports, 
Malaysian  reexports  during  January- September  1964  amounted  to  only  23.4 
million  pounds,  compared  with  54.3  million  pounds  for  the  corresponding 

1963  period.

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Africa:  Production  in  the  Malagasy  Republic  is  placed  at  3 million  pounds. 

Pepper  exports  during  1963  amounted  to  nearly  2 million  pounds, 
down  slightly  from  those  of  the  year  before.  Over  four- fifths  of  the 
shipments  went  to  France,  most  of  the  remainder  to  Algeria.  Exports  during 
the  first  8 months  of  1964  amounted  to  nearly  1.8  million  pounds,  compared 
with  only  1 million  pounds  for  the  similar  1963  period. 

Small  quantities  of  pepper  are  produced  and  exported  from  the  Western 
Region  of  Cameroon  and  from  Nigeria.  Pepper  exports  from  the  Congo 
(Leopoldville)  have  been  nonexistent  or  insignificant  in  recent  years. 

Latin  America:  Production  in  Brazil  is  estimated  at  13*2  million  pounds, 

down  6 percent.  Continued  unseasonable  heavy  rains  in 
the  Bragantina  area  may  result  in  a further  reduction  in  the  1965  crop. 
Contraband  shipments  to  Surinam  still  are  causing  concern  among  exporters. 
U.S.  import  statistics  for  1963  and  1964  are  much  higher  when  compared  with 
official  Brazilian  data,  indicating  contraband  shipments  are  significant. 
Contraband  prices  have  been  more  attractive  to  growers  than  those  offered 
by  local  exporters. 

Exports  during  1963  declined  further  to  5*2  million  pounds,  from  6.1 
million  and  6.5  million  pounds  in  1962  and  1961,  respectively.  Shipments 
to  Argentina  and  the  United  States  --  the  largest  buyers  of  Brazilian 
pepper  --  were  significantly  smaller;  however,  sales  to  the  EEC  (European 
Economic  Community)  were  up  52  percent.  Exports  during  January- June  1964 
totaled  1.5  million  pounds,  of  which  7^7>000  pounds  were  destined  for 
Argentina  and  260,000  pounds  to  West  Germany. 

Consuming  Countries 

Imports  of  black  and  white  pepper  into  the  United  States  during  1963 
amounted  to  44.2  million  pounds,  4.6  million  above  the  previous  year. 
Indonesia  was  the  largest  supplier,  accounting  for  three- fourths  of  the 
total.  India  supplied  only  19  percent,  compared  with  53  percent  during 
1962. 

U.  S.  imports  for  January- November  1964  totaled  45 » 5 million  pounds  exceed- 
ing the  annual  1963  total  by  1.3  million.  Increased  buying  from  Indonesia 
accounted  for  the  rise.  Purchases  of  Indian  pepper  continued  to  decline 
to  only  about  half  of  the  1963  total.  Shipments  from  Brazil  --  4.7  million 
pounds  --  were  at  record  levels. 

Imports  of  pepper  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  1963  were  9 million  pounds, 
an  increase  of  2.1  million  pounds  over  1962.  Canadian  imports  during  1963 
--  3*8  million  pounds  --  approximated  those  of  the  previous  year.

EEC  imports  in  1963  amounted  to  23. 3 million  pounds,  virtually  unchanged 
from  1962  levels.  Increased  buying  by  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  and 
Belgium  was  offset  by  smaller  purchases  by  France  and  West  Germany.  West 
Germany  is  by  far  the  largest  importer  of  the  Six  --  4l  percent  of  the 
1963  total  — followed  by  France  and  Italy  with  28  and  20  percent, 
respectively.
